Ellen Terry belonged to an age that 
is past and to a form of histrionic genius 
that may never be born again. As the 
last of the Shakespearean actresses— 
and the greatest and best beloved—her 
place among the immortals is secure. 
But the bowed and white-haired gentle- 
woman, who has just passed away in a 
secluded Kentish farmhouse, has a closer 
place in the affections of our country- 
men for her message, one of the last she 
penned on earth, sent across the At- 
lantic, a few days before her death:
